While the past year has been looked upon as a 
very dry one, it is not traceable exactly to the short­ 
age of rain, because 29 9-1(3 inches of rain in the soil 
we have is sufficient to rank with any farming country. 
The worst feature of the past year was that cotton 
was the monetary crop, and while it was an extra cot­ 
ton year, the low price caused the whole works to 
slump. 
With the amount of rain fall the coming year, 
and with the diversification of the crops, things now 
promise to he better next fall. 
We give below the rainfall and lowest and highest 
tetnperture of each month during the year 1911.

KILLED BY ENGINE 


"*Young Man who Formerly Re­ 


sided in Comanche Meets 


Accidental Death. 


It will be sad news 
to 
m aty 
people of this section to learn of 
the sudden and accidental death 
o f R. B. Burrow of Canyon. Texas, 
son of J. M. Burrow, formerly of 
Comanche, a few days ago. 
Let­ 
ters to friends "give the p articu­ 
lars. however, 
it is

known 
ju s t exactly how the accident oc­ 
curred, and th* facts may never 
be known, although Mr. 
Burrow 
retained consciousness nearly an 
hour after he was hurt. 
It is simply known that the un­ 
fortunate young man stepped from 
a belated northbound Fort Worth 
• 
Bl Denver train, on the north side 
and but a short time 
thereafter 
picked up horribly mangled from 
the tracks over which the engine 
had been backed but a few seconds 
before. 
Mr. Burrow was an expert ac­ 
countant, and had been engaged 
with the yards at Canyon for a 
Song time. 
He was well known 
and liked bv the business men of 
that city. 
It was for the purpose 
of spending the holidays with his 
brother. J.M. Burrow, in Amarillo 
that the young man stepped 
from 
the train and met with the 
acci­ 
dent. 
The reputation of Mr. 
Burrow 
was demonstrated bv the 
gather­ 
ing of friends from different [sec­ 
tions to be with him, and were 
with him until death came.

Vegetable Milk and Butter Are Becom­ 
ing Popular in China— Cow to Be 
a Back Number? 


We were taught at school, or on 
the farm, that the three necessary 
steps in the production of butter and 
cheese were first, the cow, second, 
the cbw’s milk, and third, tile manu­ 
facture of butter and cheese and 
other dairy products from the cow's 
milk. 
Today the modest cow is be­ 
ing eliminated ami a little Soya bean 
is taking the cow’s place. 
Milk is 
obtained from the beans by crushing 
them. 
From the bean milk cheese 
and butter are being made, also con­ 
densed milk, milk flour and a forrn 
of casein which i i said to contain es­ 
sential elements of food. 
Before the Soya beans are crushed 
they are soaked in cold water. Mace­ 
ration results in the production of a 
thick, milky liquid, which can be 
fiPcred and drunk fresh or used for 
making butter and cheese, just as in 
the case of cow’s milk. 
Vegetable milk, butter and cheese 
are becoming popular in many parts 
of China, India and Japan, where 
the cultivation of the Soya bean is 
being encouraged.

Spoken primari­ 
ly to the twelve, Jesus Intended these 
words for all the people—present and 
prospective. Jesus is 
distinctly the 
poor m an’s friend. He knew the mean­ 
ing of hunger and thrist, of weeping 
and mourning, and so contracts the 
Joy that shall he to these "happy ones" 
with the "woe” that shall come to 
those who from out of their joy and 
their abundance fat} to respond to the 
needs of mankind. 
W hat It Ie and Why. 
The last half of the lesson Is Intend­ 
ed to Illustrate the teachings of 
the 
first. Let us look at the illustration. 
“A certain rich man.” 
He was not 
of sufficient Importance even to men­ 
tion his name. How few rich men ever 
succeed In really perpetuating their 
names. Not one succeeds in any meas­ 
ure at all except as in some manner 
he emulates the life and teachings of 
Jesus. 
How few monuments really 
perpetuate names. Character alone is 
what lives. 
This rich man. however, 
did not lose out simply because he was 
a rich man. Verse 25 tells us why he 
was in anguish. His life had been that 
of a selfish seeker and he had had 
his reward. 
Now conditions have 
changed. 
Once clothed in purple and 
faring sumptuously, now he is the 
beggar. 
Ignoring the cry of need at 
his gate now he is compelled to make 
his cry afar off. 
"A certain beggar named Lazarus.” 
It is better to be a beggar vainly 
seeking a few crumbs and to rest in 
Abraham’s bosom than to live in lux­ 
urious ease, ignoring the cry of the 
needy and to live in hell hereafter, 
lazarus did not gain glory hereafter 
because he was a beggar, but rather 
because vf Lie character. 
Angels an­ 
nounce*.: the coming of th© Son of 
Man, angels welcomed the returning 
of this son of mankind. 
Which of the 
twain, Dives or Lazarus, really enjoyed 
life? Eternity Is a long time, It begins 
where Imagination ends. 
The name 
Lazarus really means "Ood-helps” and 
God always does help the poor. 
Lazarus had some friends for we 
read that the dogs showed their sym­ 
pathy. 
It is always true that those 
poor as poverty are most ready to re­ 
spond to the cry of need, and out of 
their penury will give the moat abun­ 
dantly to relieve distress. 
Leaves All Behind. 
‘The rich man 
died 
also.” 
Thus 
ended his life of ease and luxury for 
shrouds have no pockets. "How much 
did he leave? 
He left it all.” 
All of 
hie loved ones, a1! of his hopes were 
left behind. 
There is something ap­ 
pallingly ead in the death of a rich 
man who trusts only to his wealth, 
having no faith in God. Millions for a 
moment 
of time. 
The 
sarcasm 
of 
Jesus’ words Is quite apparent, "and 
he was buried.” Only a clod of earth, 
no longer useful, of the earth, earthy, 
bury him, get him out of sight 
But 
did 
this 
end 
all? By 
no 
means, 
for when he reached the other side 
b<e did 
not lot© consciousness nor 
reason. 
No soul sleeping there. 
He 
saw, he observed, be felt, he remem­ 
bered, he reasoned. 
Back upon earth 
he had brothers who were following 
his same mode of life. 
Here he was 
suffering, crying for " m e r c y f o r an 
alleviating touch of cold water, yet in 
that cry there was no note of repent­ 
ance. 
He and his brethren had lived 
for the tongue and bad pampered it, 
now it, the seat of taste, of bold words, 
etc., is crying for cooling relief. 
But 
would those behind repent even If one 
were to rise from the dead? 
No„ ex­ 
cept that they might escape a like tor­ 
ment. 
The 
desires of their hearts 
would be the same. 
Being out of

The message of Jesus strikes 
deeper than outward forms and cere­ 
monies.

ficient light. If they will not listen to

That 
being so how much greater condemna­ 
tion must rest upon those who reject 
him who is greater than these? 
One 
who is a greater witness to the mercy 
and love of God. 
The disciples were poor in both this 
world’s goods and one of them, Mat­ 
thew, adds that the happy ones are 
those who are poor in spirit also. They 
knew the meaning of hunger and of 
privation and were ready to learn of 
bim. Jesus is not so much in this il­

Supposed Origin of the T ricolor and 
the Teuton Flag. 
For five centuries black and white 
huve been the Hobenzollern colors, and 
the first verse of the German w ar song, 
"Icb bin ein Preusae,” Is: 
I em a Prusefan! Know ye not my ban­ 
ner? 
Before me floats my f.a* of black end 
white! 
My father* died for freedom; 'twas their 
manner— 
Bo say th cee colors floating In your 
sight. 
The mercantile marine tricolor of 
black, white and red is em blem atic of 
the Joining of the Hohenzollern black 
and white with the red and white, 
which was the ensign of the H anseatie 
league. 
This flag came into being 
when the North Germ an Confederacy 
was established, Nov. -5, 1867. at the 
close of the Austro Prussian war. The 
red and white represent the commer­ 
cial prosperity of the nation, while the 
black and white symbolize the strong 
arm of the state prepared to protest 
and foster it. 
Nowhere have historical events caus­ 
ed so much change in the standards 
and national ensigns of a country as in 
France. 
The oriflamme and the chape 
de S t M artin were succeeded at the 
end of the sixteenth century, when 
Henry IIL. the last of the house of 
Valois, came to the throne, by tho 
white standard powdered fleur-de-lis. 
T hat in turn gave place to the famous 
tricolor which was introduced a t the 
tim e of the revolution, but the origin 
of th at flag and its colors is a disputed 
question. 
Some m aintain th a t the in­ 
tention was to combine in the flag the 
blue of the chape de St. M artin, the 
red of the oriflamme and the w hite flag 
of the Bourbons. 
By others the colors 
are said to be those of the city of Tarts. 
Yet again other authorities assert that 
the flag is copied from the shield of 
the Orleans family as it appeared after 
Philippe Egalite had knocked off the 
fleur de-lis.—Kansas City Star.

Even Though Thay Had to Go to Jail to 
Secure It. 
T hat they had some rather advanced 
ideas as to the means of "getting out 
the vote” in New England a century 
ago is shown by an extract from Dr. 
Banks’ "H istory of M arthas Vineyard.” 
The voting, which occurred In 1807, 
was on the question of tho removal of 
the county seat. 
Extraordinary means were taken to 
got out a full vote in Edgartown. The 
sailing of ships was delayed for weeks 
so th at their crews might vote, and on 
the day of the town meeting it was 
found th at the contest between the 
two factions was to be close. 
Some one suggested th at there were 
several voters who, unfortunately de­ 
prived of their liberty, were languish­ 
ing in the town Jail, and if the Jailer 
would 
kindly 
allow 
them 
to step 
across the street and vote it would 
consume but a few moments of the 
time the prisoners owed to the coun­ 
ty. The Jailer did not feel that lie had 
the right to allow a general Jail de­ 
livery even for such a worthy object, 
although It might save Edgartown. 
It was then proposed th at the ballot 
box be carried over to the gentlemen 
who were incarcerated. 
The point 
was then raised that all ballots m ust 
be cast in open meeting and in the 
presence of the election officials. Nev­ 
ertheless astute minds found a way 
out of this aw kward dilemma. 
A mo­ 
tion was made and carried that the 
meeting-adjourn to *ne Jail There the 
ballot box was carried to the door of 
each prisoner’s cell, and the imprison­ 
ed voters reached through the bars 
and deposited their ballots.

Stones and 
brickbats w ere 
thrown 
into 
the 
council 
cham ber 
through 
the 
windows. 
A judicious 
speech of the governor from the bal­ 
cony, disapproving cf the impress and 
promising his utm ost endeavors to ob 
tain the discharge of the persons im ­ 
pressed. had no effect. 
The seizure 
and restraint of the commanders and 
other officers who were in town were 
insisted upon as the only effectual 
method to procure the release of the 
inhabitants on board the ships. 
The 
militia was summoned in aid of the 
government, but refused to appear. 
Letters in the m eantime passed be­ 
tween the governor and the commo 
dore. The council and house of repre­ 
sentatives now passed some vigorous 
resolutions, and the tum ultuous spirit 
began to subside. 
Finally the commo­ 
dore dismissed most if not all of the 
inhabitants who had been impressed, 
and the squadron sailed.

The Skate Grunt*, th e Puffer Chuckle*, 
and the Drumfreh Booms. 
Perhaps the most conspicuous exam ­ 
ple of the Ashes th at are capable of ut­ 
terance is the drumflsb, so called by 
reason of the deep, booming noise it 
produces at will. 
It is found along 
the Atlantic coast from M assachusetts 
to Florida. 
The squeteague, another salt w ater 
fish of the noisy variety, resembles In 
appearance the trout, and the not un 
musical sound th a t it gives out Is 
much like the note uttered by a big 
bullfrog.
